Tne  amount  as  you  will  • 
see  was  loaned  by  the  Board  oi  Governors  to  tne  Athletic  Directorate.,  of 
which  il£, GGG  was  a  grant.  Tne  Athletic  Directorate  is  in  full  charge 
ot  the  groundd  and  has  the  disposal  ct  the  proceeds  of  the  field:,  of  which 
after  every  game  40$  trust  be  paid  into  the  Bursar  to  meet  charges  on  capital* 
Limitations  are  placed  upon -the  use. which  the  Stadium  can  be  put  by  the 
Athletic  Directorate* 

Tne  capacity  of  the  stands  are  lYain  Stand 
3400,  Bleachers  BbOG,  Small  Stand  400.  You  will  see  that  there  Is  every 
orospect  that  before  long  the  .indebtedness  will  be  entirely  met. 

The  Athletic  Directorate  consists  of  two 
members  of  the  stafi  nominated  by  the  President:  a  graduate  nominated  by  the 
graduates;,  and  five  students  nu initiated  by  the  student  body  from  year  to 
year.  We  have  found  that  this  committee:,  whicn  has  our  Physical  Director 
as  tneir  Secretary,  has  managed  the  athletic  situation  very  well  in  the 
oast.

1  find  that  in  tne  last  calculation  tnat  we  nrade 
for  tne  year  I9ll~i2  tne  total  expenditure  fee  salaries  in  Toronto 
was  $509,000,  exclusive  of  caretakers,  janitors:,  etc.  Our  total 
expenditure  in  tnat  year  was  .1875,000  including  $47,000  on  residences', 
and  Dining  Pall',  which  were  irore  tnan  self-supporting,  sc  that  tne  net 
expenditure  in  that  year  was-  sorretnira  ir  the  neighborhood  of  $825,000.
